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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a method and apparatus for steering a vehicle, classified in 
class 180, subclass 402. 

II. Claims 17-28, drawn to a steering device for a vehicle, classified in class 180, 
subclass 402. 

III. Claims 29-41, drawn to a method of alerting a driver, classified in class 340, 
subclass 440. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, and III are directed to related products and processes. The related 
inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually 
exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are 
either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed are 
mutually exclusive, are not obvious variants, and have different modes of operation. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

4. Claims 1, 15, 17, 29 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: the 
species where the dynamic variable is a yaw rate, the species where the dynamic variable is a 
transverse acceleration, the species where the dynamic variable is the steering angle of the 
vehicle, and the species where the dynamic variable is a nominal steering angle of a steering 
wheel. The species are independent or distinct because they are not obvious variants of one 
another. 

5. Claims 1, 15, 17, 29 are also generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct 
subspecies: the species where the driving situation is indicated by operating the propulsion 
device , the species where the driving situation is indicated by operating a braking device, the 
species where the driving situation is indicated by an optical device, the species where the 
driving situation is indicated by an audible device, and the species where the driving situation is 
indicated by a tactile device. The species are independent or distinct because they are not 
obvious variants of one another.
